Havana, Jan. 4.—Colonel Woodson’ Hay- 

ward Maybry of the First Texas Volun- 

\ teers, acting Brigadier General of the First 

Division of the Seventh Army Corps, died 
‘tonight in Camp Marianao of typhoid fever © 
aud pneumonia. 

Colonel Maybry took a severe cold soon 

after he arrived with his regiment last 

‘week. On Saturday he was seised with a 
sovere attack of fever, and has been un- 
‘conscious since then. He sank rapidly, and 
died at 6:50 tonight. He was 46 years old, 

and was formerly Adjutant General of 

Texas. For four years he commanded the 
Texas Rangers. He resided at Austin many 
years, and was one of the most prominent 
‘Democratic politicians in the State. His 
family, consisting of a wife and two daugh- 
ters, has been sent for. The body will prob- 

_ably be sent back to Texas. 

Colonel Maybry was known and honored 
by all officers of the Seventh Army Corps 
and fdolized by his men. His death is deeply 
deplored. The funeral services were held at 
“the camp, where the dead officer was given 
‘the honors befitting his rank. 

2 Colonel Maybry’s is the first death from 
disease at Maranao, but surgeons fear more 
will rapidly, follow. One of the most promi- 
nent surgeons in the service, a Major, told 
me today yellow fever cannot much longer 
‘be kept out of this camp. 

It is at Marianao and other small towns 
near us, but our greatest danger lies in

The streets 
will have to be torn up, pipes laid in the best 
methods known to modern construction, and 
then the with the sewer 
mains. 

The water . system ts good, but I 
understand is somewhat out of repair. I 
have made diligent search for some Spanish 
plan of thé sewers of Havana, but have been 
unable to find any working drawing that is 
of the slightest value. Colonel Waring’s , 
report and drawings are now in Washington. 
I have sent for them, and expect they will 
be .of t value to me. 

“I do not know anything about the Dady 
contract.

-after invisible bushwhackers. They, think - 
they could clean out brigandage here as 
easily as they suppress the Indians, but 
they forget that there is no winter in Cuba— 
. no hunger when the people are at work. 

If the armed Cubans are not enabled to re- 
turn to work it is likely that the others 
will sympathize and protect them. If they 
are paid all experienced men agreé that the 
farmers themselves would destroy any out- 
lawry.

“We were gratified when, just recently, 
the nation’s President visited us and ac- 


honor. We are grateful that tonight one of 
the greatest af the nation’s thinkers—Mr. 
Schurz—delivers from the platform of the 
university a message intended for us, to be 
sure, but intended also for the whole nation. 
The university is in.a true sense serving 
the prophet of democracy.”’ 

Mr. Schurz, speaking of American Im- 
perialism,’’ said he could best show his 
appreciation of the honor of addressing the 
convocation by speaking frankly on the sub- 
ject which, he believed, had already placed 
the American republic in jeopardy. This 
was the proposition to embark in an im- 
perialistic policy by incorporating into the 
territory of the United States the islands 
recently acquired from Spain. | 

We invited the oppressed of all nations 
to find shelter here, and to enjoy the bless- 
ings of free institutions,“ Mr. Schurz said 
in his introductory remarks. ‘“* They came 
by millions. Some were not as welcome as 
others, but under the assimilating force of 
American life in our temperate climaté they 
became good Americans. And, so, with all 
the blood crossings caused by the motley 
immigration, we became a substantially 
homogeneous people—in one word, a na- 
tion. 

Peace reigned within our borders, and 
there was not the faintest shadow of a dan- 
ger of foreign attack. Our voice, wherever 
we chose to speak in the councils of nations, 
was listened to with respect. We were con- 
sidered -ultimately invincible, if not invul- 
nerable, in our continental stronghold. It 
was our boast, not that we possessed great 
and costly armies and navies, but that we 
did not need any. 

War Inflames Appetite. 

“Then came the Spanish war. A few 
‘vigorous blows laid the enemy helpless at 
our feet. According to the solemn procla- 
mation of our government the war had been 
undertaken solely for the liberation of Cuba 
as a war of humanity and not of conquest. 
But easy victories had put conquest within 
our reach, and when our arms occupied for- 
eign territory a loud demand arose that, 
pledge or no pledge, the conquests should be 
kept, even the Philippines on the other ide 
of the globe, and that, as to Cuba herself, 
independence would be only a formaiity. 
‘Why not?’ was the cry. ‘Has not the 
career of the republic almost from the be- 

nning been one of expansion? Has it not 

equired Louisiana, Florida, Texas, the vast 
countries that came to us through the Mex- 
ican war, and Alaska? And has it not di- 
gested them well? If the republic could 
digest the old why not the new? What la 
the difference?“ 

Mr. Schurz then enumerated five differ- 
ences which, he said, were of decisive :m- 
portance. They were, he said:

They ‘were situated, not in the tropical, but 
in the temperate zone, where democratic institu- 
tions thrive and where people.would migrate 
in mass. 

They were but very thinly peopled—in fact, 
without any population that would have been in 
the way of new settlements. 

They could be organized es Territories in the 
usual manner, 
would come presently into the union as self-gov- 
erning States, with populations substantially 
homogeneous to our own. 

They did not require a material increase of our

Such acquisitions, the speaker declared, 
could be made indefinitely without in any 
dangerous degree Imperiling our experiment 
of democratic institutions. The islands 
conquered from Spain, he declared, offered 
the opposite of those conditions. 

“We shall be able to accomplish several 
salutary things in those countries, he said, 
but we cannot strip the tropical climate of 
those quali which have at all times kept 
men of the Northern races from migrating 
to those countries en masse. Business-men 
may establish mercantile agencies there, and 
corporations may secure franchises there, 
but the laboring men of the Northern races 
will not found permanent homes there. The 
scheme of Americanizing ‘ our new posses- 
sidns,’ in that sense, is, therefore, absolutely 
hopeless. The immutable forces of nature 
aro against it. 

What, then, shall we do with these pos- 
sessions? Shall we, according to the spirit 
of our constitution, organize those countries 
as Territories, with a view to their eventual 
admission.as States? If they. become States 
on an equal footing with the other States 
they will not only be permitted to govern 
themseivés as to their home concerns, but 
they will take part in governing the whole 
republic, in governing. us. The prospect of 
the eonsequences which would follow the ad- 
mission of the Spanish credlés and, the 
negroes of the West India Islands, and of the 
Malays and Tagals of the Philippines to par- 
ticipate in the conduct of our government is 
so alarming that you may well pause before 
taking the sten. | 

Objects to Dependericies. 

But this may be avoided, it is said, by. 
governing the new possessions’ as mere de- 
pendencies, or subject provinces. I will 
waive the constitutional objection and mere- 
ly point out that this wo be a most seri- 
dus departuré:from the rules that governed 
our former acquisitions, which are so fre- 
quently pointed to as precedents. It isiuse- 
‘less to speak of thé District of Columbia and 
Alaska as proof that we have done such 
things before and can do themagain. Every 
candid mind will.admit the vast difference 
between those cases and the permanent 
establishment of arbitrary government over 
large territories with 10,000,000 inhabitants, 
The question is not merely whether we can 
do such things, but whether we should do

| SHOT BY A STRANGE MAN. 


Assen Also Aims His Revolver at the 
id Wife of His Victim, but Is Unable 
to Discharge It—As He Is About to 


Into His: Own Right Lang—Dies at 
His Identity. 


Fred Smith, 181 Erie street, a laborer, was 
shot twice about 7:80 o'clock last night in 
front of the “ barrel-house of Engelhardt 
& Lindt, 189 Wells street, by a man unknown 
to him. The would-be murderer was about 
to be seized by a policeman, when he fired 
two bullets into his own right lung, from the 
effects of which he died shortly before mid- - 
night. 

But for the failure of the revolver to ‘act 
Mrs. Smith also would have probably fallen 
a vletim to the assassin, as prior to the shoot- 
ing of her husband he turned the revolver on 
‘her. She fled screaming, and as her husband 
rushed out of the door of the barrel-house , 
the stranger, without a word, turn 


stol on him and fired. 
The first shot struck Smith over the left 


He fell to the walk, and as he 


‘this time entering Smith's right thigh. 
Neither of the wourfls is consid 
especially serious. 

Both Smith and his. wife say the shooting 
was unprovoked, and the police are of the 
opinion the assassin wap a lunatic. There 
‘was nothing about his person to reveal his 
identity, but his dress and general appear- 
ance showed him to come from the poorer 


walks of life. He was about 45 years old, 5 


feet 10 inches high, and weighed 170 pounds. 
He had a full black beard, wore a leather 
coat, a bees slouch hat, and shabby st 
trousers.

Without another word the man pointed a 
revolver at Mrs. Smith’s breast and tried to 
discharge it, but failed. Mrs, Smith 
screamed, and then turning ran down the 
street, at the same time shouting Police! 
murder!” Her husband hearing her cries 
hastened out, and just as he reached the 
walk, and before the exchange of a word 
‘with the strange man, the latter turned hr 
‘revolver and shot him twice. 

Policeman Charles Westfahl, who was on 
a passing car, jumped from it and ran to- 
ward the scene of the shooting, and just as 
he was about to arrest the strange man the 
latter quickly turned the revolver upon him- 
self and fired two shots in rapid succession, 
falling in Westfahl’s arms. Dennis Mc- 
Carthy and John Walley, two detectives from

William Prentiss, John P. Altgeld’s close 
friend and confidant, made a formal un- 
nouncement yesterday of the ex-Governor’s 
political plans and purposes, which, having 
been given after a consultation with Mr.

According to this statement Mr. Altgeld's 
plan is not.so much to elect himself Mayor, 
although he would like it, as to preyent Car- 
ter H. Harrison from succeeding himself.

and is intended to prevent what Mr. Altgeld 
considers a conspiracy to overthrow the 
Chicago platform and substitute other is- 
sues in place of free silver at 16 to 1. Inci- 
dentally, an interesting story of the manner 
in which Mr. Altgeld hopes to accomplish 
his purpose is revealed.
